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PREFACE. 


Harrisburg,  Pa.,  April  18,  1922. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  of  1917  providing  State  Aid  to  Agricultural 
Associations  was  enacted  primarily  for  the  encouragement  of  agri- 
culture within  the  Commonwealth. 

The  purpose  in  many  instances  has  been  lost  sight  of  by  the 
management  of  some  of  the  associations  which  have  given  more  at- 
tention to  the  amusement  features  than  to  the  educational  value  of 
such  institution. 

Many  objectionable  features  have  been  eliminated  from  these  ex- 
hibitions but  proper  effort  has  not  been  shown  to  enlarge  the  com- 
petitive features  of  farm  products. 

To  carry  out  the  spirit  of  this  law  as  well  as  to  have  the  com- 
munities enjoy  the  benefits  of  such  exhibitions  the  management  of 
the  exhibitions  should  make  every  effort  possible  to  have  numerous 
exhibits  of  meritorious  products  displayed  by  local  farmers  so  that 
the  progress  of  the  community  can  be  determined  from  year  to  year. 

The  management  of  fairs  that  have  purged  their  exhibitions  of  the 
questionable  attractions  and  moral  leopards  are  to  be  highly  com- 
mended. 

The  publication  of  the  information  giving  names  of  Presidents 
and  Secretaries  and  dates  of  exliibitions  for  the  current  year  should 
produce  a  better  cooperation  among  the  fairs  and  exhibitors,  create 
interest  and  lay  the  foundation  for  greater  effort  in  the  improvement 
of  livestock  and  agricultural  products  of  the  State.
